Diary Tells 
of Capture 
of Jeff Davis

NEW YORK (AP) - A diary 
ound in a Michigan attic bids 
air to stir up an old feud among 
^ivil War buffs over the capture 
>f Jefferson Davis. The diary 
:ontains a first-hand account of 
he event. 
Davis, president of the Con- 
ederate States of America, was 
vearing woman's clothing when 
Union troops took him prisoner 
near Irwinville, Ga., on May 10, 
1865. The puzzler that has di- 
vided historians is whether the 
cloak and shawl Davis admitted 
having worn were intended to be 


disguise. 
At the time, many people in 


,he North made Davis, a court- 
y and stern gentleman, the butt 
of derision and ridicule. Car- 
oons of the day lampooned him 
n a woman's dress. 
Davis wrote that he grabbed 


lis wife's cloak and shawl in a 
darkened tent as his pursuers 
closed in. 


The diary of Lt. Col. Benjamin 


Pritchard gives this account of 
;he day: 


"One o'clock a.m. Have just 


arrived 
at 
Irwinsville (sic). 


Moon, is * shining-, isjghtly.->• Hawc 
examined the roads. At 3Vz o'c 
a.m. moved up, captured the 
whole camp without firing a 
shot, which proved to be Jeff 
Davis (who attempted to make 
his escape in disguise of an old 
woman, fit ending for such a 
cause as his), together with his 
family, and portions of his civil 
and military staff. Soon after 
capture had a very (sic) sad 
& unfortunate collision with 1st 
Wis Cav in which several men 
were wounded 81 two killed, 
either of whom was worth more 
than the whole Southern Confed- 
eracy . .." 


The diary and 75 of 100 other 


items 
of Pritchard's papers 


were sold at auction recently by 
John Fox who said tips led him 
to the papers in trunks in the 
house Pritchard built in Allegan, 
Mich. He said Dudley H. Pritch- 
ard, the Civil War 
officer's 


grandson, lives there. 


Until now, one of the main 


pieces of evidence that Davis 
was disguised in woman's cloth- 
ing was Pritchard's account 15 
days later to Secretary of War 
Enwin 
Stanton. 
Pritchard's 


copy of this document is among 
the papers auctioned.

Court Rehashing 
the Cude Case 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) 


The Arkansas Supreme Court 
decides today 
whether three 


children can rejoin their par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Archie T. B. 
Cude Sr., on a western Arkan- 
sas farm until the U.S. Supreme 
Court determines if Cude must 
have the children vaccinated so 
they can attend school. 


The 
children, 
Wayne, 
12, 


Delia, 11, and Linda May, 8, 
have been the guests of Gov. 
Orval E. Faubus in the gover- 
nor's mansion here for three 
days. 


The State Supreme 
Court 


ruled Monday that Cude could 
not deny the children an educa- 
tion because vaccination against 
smallpox is against his religious 
beliefs. The court affirmed a 
lower court order directing the 
State Welfare Department to 
take the children, "have them 
vaccinated 
and 
enrolled 
in 


school and return them to Cude. 


Cude said he wouldn't take 


the children back if they were 
vaccinated. Faubus took the 
children into his home Tuesday 
to keep them from going to a 
welfare home. 


Prisoner Ends 
Hunger Strike 
MEMPHIS (AP) — Clyde 


Caldwell, 28, Manila, Ark., end- 
ed an 18-day hunger strike in 
the Shelby County Jail Thursday 
but vowed he would "keep on 
fighting for my cause." 


Caldwell, serving a 60-day jail 


sentence on a charge of carry- 
ing a pistol, said he had tried 
to petition U.S. District Court 
for a writ of habeas corpus "but 
they (jail authorities) won't let 
my mails get out." 


Sid Hall, assistant chief jail- 


er, denied the charge. 


Caldwell said he ended his 


hunger strike because he was 
losing too much weight. In ad- 
dition to his sentence Caldweli 
also has to work out a $50 fine 
and court costs. He is due for 
release June 21.

This could possibly be achieved, 
W>, for in the midst of miracle 
dtchens, 
modern 
transporta- 


tion, and magnificent entertain- 
ment, religion will have an im- 
portant enclave, according to a 
reqent publication of "Awake." 


Whereas the 1939-40 New York 


Fair had only one temple of re- 
igjon, the one soon to open will 
lave six dramatic religious pa- 
vilions. The Masonic order will 
have a cresent-shaped building, 
and those viewing it will enter 
under a 60-foot-high arch form- 
ed by the square and the com- 
pass, the Masonic symbol. Like 
the other participants, the Ma- 
sons want the world to know 
them better and feel that a 
World's Fair is a perfect place 
to "get acquainted." 


The mormon exhibit will be 


surrounded by a 
120-foot-high 


replica of the front facade of 
the 
Mormon Temple in Salt 


Lake City. Their exhibition halls 
will display two huge murals, 
each 110 feet long and 9 feet 
high, depicting the life of Jesus 
Christ and the birth and growth 
of the Mormon religion. 


For Bible scholars, and those 


who some day hope to be, the 
Hashemite Kingdom of Jordan 
will 
feature 
the 
Dead 
Sea 


Scrolls and a 
35-foot column 


from Jerash. The Vatican Pa- 
vilion, 
which cost 
$3,800,000, 


will 
highlight 
Michelangelo's 


Pieta, the marble sculpture of 
Jesus in the arms of Mary. The 
$3 million Protestant and Ortho- 
dox 
Center will 
display the 


charred cross of the Coventry 
Cathedral 
in England, 
which 


was saved from destruction in 
World War II. 


The Christian Science Pavi- 


lion will rise 35 feet in the form 
of a seven-pointed star, while 
the Billy Graham Pavilion re- 
sembles a revival meeting tent. 
They and all the other religious 
Exhibits 
appropriatly 
depict 


symbols for which they stand 
and are best known. 


Under the symbol of the Uni- 


sphere some 40 nations will ex- 
hibit in about 150 pavilions and 
an additional 300 sub-exhibitors 
will be in multiple buildings. 
Fortunately, mankind has at 
last realized that in the center 
of industry, education, and re- 
creation there must be religion, 
whether it is at a World's Fair 
or in everyday life.

Wayne Cude, 12, and his sis- 


:ers Delia Marie, 11, and Linda 
May, 
8, were back with their 


parents after a four-day stay 
with Gpv. Orval E. Faubus. 


Faubus' wife, Alta, who had 


cared for the children, kissed 
Ihem good-by on the steps of the 
mansion Friday. 


"The Faubuses are pretty 


lice people," Wayne said. "Ex- 
tra nice. But I missed home 
cooking. And mostly Momma 
and Daddy." 


Archie T. B. Cude Sr. kept the 


three children out of school be- 
cause the school board insisted 
ihey have a smallpox vaccina- 
tion. He says reading the Bible 
has taught him that use of med- 
icines makes one spiritually 
impure. Faith in God is all that 
is needed to be healed, he 
claims. 


State law requires children to 


attend school until they reach 
the age of 16 or complete the 
eighth grade, ruled Chancellor 
Wesley Howard of Texarkana. 


The Arkansas Supreme Court, 


upholding Howard's ruling, or- 
dered the State Welfare Depart- 
ment to place the three young- 
sters in a foster home, vacci- 
nate them, enroll them in school 
and then take them home. 


But Faubus took the children 


to the mansion, and, through 
Atty. Gen. Bruce 
Bennett, 


worked out an arrangement by 
which the children could return 
home until the state vs. religion 
conflict is settled. 


Cude says he will appeal to 


the U.S. Supreme Court. 


The Arkansas court refused 


Friday to rescind its order, but 
it. said the children could <1go 
home if Howard consented. 


Cude vows he will not ac- 


cept the children if the state vac 
cinates them. 


The Cudes have five other 


children who ware too young or 
too old to be affected by the 
Arkansas compulsory attend- 
ance law.

PORTSMOUTH, N.H. (AP)- 


To many, this is a date of 
quiet solemnity, for a year ago 
today the United States suffered 
its greatest single 
submarine 


disaster. 


On the morning of April 10, 


1963, 
the 
nuclear 
submarine 


Thresher sank in the Atlantic 
220 miles east of Boston with] 
the loss of 129 lives. 


In war and in peace, never 


have so many men perished in 
one American submarine. The 
Navy says that the men of the 
Thresher did not die in vain. 


Out of her loss, say Navy of- 


ficials in Washington, came new 
techniques in design and a new 
approach to underwater salvage 
studies. 


The Thresher and her men lie 


on the ocean bottom in water 
a mile and a half deep. 


Debris from the Thresher has 


been photographed 
and even 


recovered and the Navy has an 
underwater picture of her prow 
—but the hull itself has never 
been located. 


From Thresher's loss came 


the formation of the deep sub- 
mergence 
systems 
review 


group under Rear Adm. Ed- 
ward C. Stephan. 


"Our ability to operate on the 


ocean floor and in its depths is 
at a level corresponding to that 
of aviation about 1910," he said. 


"The 
entire undersea 
ajea 


will have a tremendous effect 
upon 
future 
military 
op- 


erations." 


The Navy has but one vehicle 


which can reach the depth in 
which Thresher lies—a fragile- 
looking bathyscaphe. 


The first of its kind, Trieste 


made several dives in the area 
of Thresher's loss and came up 
with a number of photographs 
of debris, identified as from the 
broken submarine. 


A new, improved 
bathy- 


scape, Trieste II, is due fom 
San Diego, Calif., next month to 
make. new attempts to locate 
Thresher. 


No public observances were 


planned for this first anniver- 
sary of the tragic loss, but the 
Navy remembered each family. 


The book will go only to the 


next of kin of Thresher's 129 
victims.

State Rail 
Men on Strike 
a Few Hours

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Some 


1,000 
railroad union members 


went on strike for 4M: hours in 
Arkansas today before receiving 
scheduled nation-wide strike and 
had been delayed at least 65 
days. 


But word came through at 


4:30 a.m. from union headquar- 
ters in Cleveland, Ohio, and 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, and the 
strike ended before the state 
felt the full impact of it. 


The strike would not have 


reached giant proportions unti 
mid-morning. Most of the men 
notified the strike were no 
scheduled to gor on duty until 
after 7 a.m., and they went to 
work as usual after formal noti 
fication came through. 


Carl N. Hope, state repre 


sentative of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen, said the 
men had acted according to in 
structions. 


"We weren't told to listen to 


a radio, or watch TV, or wait 
for the newspapers to hit the 
street to find out whether we 
were going on strike," Hope 
said. "We were told to go, and 
we went. 


"We were told to wait for of- 


ficial union notification that it 
was off, and we waited." 
. J. C. Peterson, chairman of 
the joint strike committee com 
posed of the BRT and two other 
unions, said up to 1,000 men 
were notified to strike the Ar- 
kansas Division of the Missour 
Pacific Railroad.

the-egg type of question: Whic 
comes first, the interest of th 
exchange member or of th 
public investor?

Exchange Commission is tal 
ing a step it thinks will mak 
sure that the ordinary trader in 
stocks gets served in the mar-

But the new rules curbing ac- 


jtivities on the New York Stock 
Exchange of floor traders act- 
ing for themselves alone instead 
of for the public investor prob- 
ably are only just a skirmish in 
the continuing battle over the 
rules of the nation's exchanges 
and of the SEC role in policing 
them more strictly. 


The Securities Exchange Act 


of 1934 set up the SEC and gave 
it the power to "regulate or 
prevent floor trading by mem- 
bers of national securities ex- 
changes, directly or indirectly 
for their own account or for dis- 
cretionary accounts."

The scouts, crossing in front 
f or marching slowly ahead of 
eavy Seabee equipment, are 
eeping Navy 
men hopping, 


-ailors are detailed to walk 
head of graders, tractors and 
ieavy shovels. Their job is to 
ick up the waddling gooneys 
nd carry them out of harm's 
vay. 


For years, a colony of about 
50,000 gooneys—the Blackfoot 
r Layson albatross—have held 
quatter's rights on Midway. 
nheir habit of building nests 
leside Navy runways and of 
ruising gracefully in take-off 
Jid landing patterns 
caused 


housands of dollars damage to 
ilanes when they collided with 
he large birds. The Navy also 
Decame concerned about the 
danger to airmen. 


Earlier this year, after years 


of study by scientists and biold- 
ist's, the Navy initiated a two- 


pronged program to get the 
;ooneys out of their hair. 
They gassed and killed 20,000 


:irds in nests beside the run- 
ways, then began hard-topping 
he area so' other gooneys could 
not take their place. 


The project won the blessing 


of Audubon Society officials. 


The plan has gone well, al- 


hough the curious gooneys that 
nsist on walking iri front of 
equipment have slowed-the job' 
slightly. 


Navy men are hopeful, how- 


ever, that they've" at last found 
a way of keeping their runways 
and aircraft approaches clear. 


When the Seabees finish the 


saving—and if the gooneys run 
true to form—birds returning to 
their original nesting ground 
will be unable to build nests. 
These normally consist of loose 
sand and ironwood needles, no 
longer available on the hard- 
topped surface.

"We have flattered a noisy 


but minor demagogue by treat- 
ing him as if he were a Napol- 
eonic menace. Communist Cuba 
has been a,disruptive and sub- 
versive influence in Venezuela 
and other countries of the hem- 
isphere, and there is no doubt 
that both ye and our Latin 
American partners would be 
better off if the Castro regime 


did not exist. 


"But it is important to bear 


in mind that, despite their best 
efforts, the Cuban Communists 
have not succeeded in subvert- 
ing the hemisphere and that in 
Venezuela, for example, where 
communism has made a major 
effort to gain power through 
terrorism, it has been repudi- 
ated by a people who in a free 
election have committed them- 
selves to the course of liberal 
democracy. 


'It is necessary to weigh the 


desirability of an o b j e c t i v e 
against the feasibility of its at- 
tainment and when we do this 
with respect to Cuba, I think we 
are bound to conclude that Cas- 
tro is a nuisance but not a 
grave 
threat to the 
United 


States and that he cannot be 
gotten rid of except by mean 
that are wholly disproportionate 
to the objective.
